‘The sheriff's office 
is not going to give us any help 
unless the law is enforced,” she 
continued.

Phillips said, “We want a Pop 
Festival and we’re working with 
you to get one.” He also said that 
a number of pop groups including 
the Rolling Stones, Beatles and 
BG’s are in favor of a Festival 
here. 

Bill Greenwell, a disc jockey and 
MPC student, said last week that 
three hours of his phone-in radio 
program were taken up by Pop 
Festival discussion. He said that 
he was willing to devote as much 
air time of his program to the issue 
as is available. 

Sam Karas, a member of the 
board of directors of the Pop Fes- 
tival, advised students to be hon- 
est and factual in talking about the 
festival. 

Karas continued, “It will be hard 
not to be too emotional about the 
Festival. However, a rational ap- 
proach will give the best results.” 

A speech written for broadcast 
on several local radio stations was 
then read to the crowd of over 200 
students in the library patio. In 
the speech supporters of the Festi- 
val called for a definition of the 
problems and a “bridging of the 
generation gap.” 

The group favoring a Pop Festi- 
val here is called “People for Pop 
Festival.” Started on campus by 
Bob Siler, the PFP has been cir- 
culating petitions favoring the Fes- 
tival. So far, they have obtained 
about 6,000 signatures.

Long Debate 

Four-and-a-half hours of long 
debate were required before the 
board could decide on the commit- 
tee plan. It had been suggested at 
an earlier Fair Board session that 
an investigation committee be ap- 
pointed, however. 

Commenting on the decision of 
the Fairgrounds Board last month 
to approve another Pop Festival, 
Buckley said, “We will stand by 
that unless the committee cannot 
arrive at solutions to the Festival 
problems.” 

Also speaking at Monday’s ses- 
sion was a Dr. William R. Lewis 
who talked for half-an-hour about 
three objections to the festival, 
drug abuse, pornography and lack 
of self-policing. He said he saw 
“immoral activities” at the last 
Festival, but that he ‘wasn’t here 
to discuss such things.” 

Petitions 

Representing the other side of 
the issue, MPC student Bob Siler 
presented a petition on which he 
said were 6,237 names, 1,531 of 
which were adults. 

District attorney Bert Young, 
speaking of the Pop Festival 
said, “We don’t want 
those kinds of people around. We 
try to keep them out and you want 
them in.”

Festival Controversy in Perspective 


The Pop Festival controversy has been raging since the beginning 
of February. Here are the events that have happened, in prespective. 

February: Lou Adler and John Phillips applied to the Monterey 
County Fairgrounds for the second Monterey International Pop Festival. 
The Fairgrounds Board, then met and voted 7-1 for a return of the Fes- 
tival on June 21-23 if they abide by the rules. Mayor Coyle immediately 
voiced her objections. Her objections were no housing, no sanitation, 
and no place to buy enough food for 30,000 people. Sheriff Davenport 
sided with Mayor Coyle and added sale of drugs and “open fornication” 
to the list of objections. Monterey Police Chief Frank Marinello took an 
opposing view to Mavor Coyle saying the Jazz Festival was ten times 
“more a powderkeg.” Robert Littlefield headed a Stop the Pop commit- 
tee. Petitions were placed at local businesses. An MPC student, Bob 
Siler, formed a People for Pop group and started circulating petitions in 
favor of the festival—on many area campuses. 

March: Lou Adler and John Phillips came to Monterey on a one- 
day fact-finding tour. They spcke at an MPC rally for the festival. The 
Monterey City Council met to decide whether to have the festival. Be- 
cause of a legal technicality, no Jegal business could be passed, so it was 
turned into a study session. Monday, the Fairgrounds board met to decide 
on the fate of the festival. After four-and-a-half hours of debate pro and 
con, the board decided to postpone its decision until a fourteen-man com- 
mittee could weigh the problems and come up with the solutions. Private 
debates continued on into the night. Mayor Minnie Coyle and Sam Karas 
headed a four-man panel discussion at MPC to try to bring some of the 
problems out in the open. Mayor Coyle stressed that the problems of the 


Pop Festival must be solved before the Festival can be brought to Mon-

Siler also said the de- 


cision will be in the hands of the 
Fairgrounds Board, scheduled to 


meet Monday, at which the mayor 
of Monterey and other city off- 
cials will be present. 


“If the mayor sends a petition 
to the Governor to seek control of 
the state-owned grounds, then the 
committee for the Pop Festival 
will also send its petition!” Siler 
said. If the motion for another 
Pop Festival is defeated, the Peo- 
ple for Pop committee will still 
fight for reconsideration. 

“The students here at MPC are 
responsible for the action being 
taken to preserve the Festival, and 
are going to show the Fair- 
grounds Board that young people 
who care enough to get action get 
action!”’ Siler concluded.

Solve, Don't Argue 


Problems are made to be solved and the problems connected with 
another Monterey Pop Festival are no exception. The supporters of 
the Festival seem ready to cope with the difficulties; all we ask is that 
those in authority give them a chance. 

By consensus, the major complaints voiced by the opponents of’ the 
Festival deal with the use of drugs, the acts of “immoral behavior,” the 
littering of homes near the Fairgrounds and the sanitation and sleeping 
questions. Both adult supporters of the Festival and students working 
in its behalf have volunteered to work out solutions to these very real 
difficulties. This represents the sort of positive response that merits the 


respect of the Festival's foes. 


Frankness 
Lou Adier, John Phillips and the others who favor “music, love 
and flowers,” have exhibited a remarkable frankness and objectivity in 
discussing the shortcomings of last year’s Festival. They say, however, 
that since the last event was organized in virtually a month while this 
year’s edition will have three months of planning behind it, that they 


deserve a second chance. 
We agree. 


How can one be expected to solve problems before they arise? 
One might contend that they should have been anticipated, but the first 
Jazz Festival and first Laguna Seca race encountered difficulties, too, 
and yet they were not terminated. We call upon the proposed investigat- 
ing committee to give the Pop Festival the same break. 

More Flexible 

We choose to think that Mayor Coyle, Robert Littlefield and others 
are working for what they believe to be the best interests of all Pen- 
insulites. But we ask them to be flexible, to consider and weigh all 


aspects of the issue, to see pros and cons not only in a materialistic 
light, but in an aesthetic and artistic light as well. Three days of happiness 
for thousands of youths need not bear a price tag. 

In conclusion, we ask that students and adults favoring the Festival 
be given a chance to implement their plans for solving the problems 
connected with the event. Ii the Festival takes place and the problems 
arise again, then the validity of the opposition’s arguments will have been 


established.
